Ottawa.—Hon. James Murdock, 
former Minister of Labor in the King 
administration, has been appointed 
to the Senate. Announcement of the 
appointment was made by Premier 
W. L. Mackenzie King in the House 
of Commons. 

“Other appointments to existing 
vacancies will be made in due 
course,” the Premier said. The an- 
nouncement came from the Premier 
by way of reply to a question pro- 
pounded by R. B. Bennett, Conserva- 
tive leader, a few days ago as to 
when the vacancies to the Upper 
Chamber would be filled. 


Canada’s Power System 

Ottawa, Ont.—In 1928 Canada’ had 
18 hydro-electric power systems dis- 
tributed from coast to coast. These 
systems, have an average annual out- 
put of 100,000,000 kilowatt hours or 
more. The Hydro-Electric Power 
Commission of Ontario had an out- 
put exceeding four billion kilowatt 
hours each. These 18 systems ac- 
count for 92 per cent. of the. total 


units generated in all central power | 


systems of Canada.

Hon. Frederick Montague, under-sec- 
retary for air and a former news- 
boy of London,\told it without fuss or 
flurry, with just the odd cheer from 
half empty benches. 

Mr. Montague stressed the modera- 
tion and unpfovocative character of 
British air icy and expenditure, 
when he introduced the air estimates. 
In comparative air strength, Britain 
ranks behind France, Italy and the 
United States, he said. On the basis 
of metropolitan strength, Britain had 
considerable less than a half power 
standard with her nearest neighbor. 

“We do not propose to deviate 
from the first policy of not being 
drawn into competition in air arma- 
ments,” Mr. Montague declared. He 
emphasized expansion would take 
place only in so far as it was forced 
upon Britain by developments abroad 
as no other course remained open. 

Under the head of civil aviation 
the under-secrteary announced: (1) 
It is hoped to establish a weekly air 
service between London and Cape- 
town by the spring of 1931.

Practically all the accidents were 
due to breach of air regulations, 
while not:one was caused by struc. 
tural failure of aircraft. The statis- 
tics include operations of all com- 
mercial conipanies, flying ectubs, «nad 
the Ontario Provincial Air Service. 

During the year approximately six 
million miles was flown by aircratt 
as-compared with 2,728,414 in (1928. 
Freight carried totalled — 2,700,000. 
pounds as compared with 2,404,682 
pounds in 1928, and 1,098,364 pounds 
in 1927. Flying hours totalled 78,000) 
as compared with 43,071 in 1928. 

During the year 791,564 pounds of 
mail were carried of which 430,636 | 
Was contract mail. In 1928 inail car- 
ried totalled 316,631 pounds and in, 
1927 it was 146,942 pounds. 

The Ontario Provincial Air Service 
had 11,602 flying hours with 1,020,000 
passenger miles and 669,423 aircraft 
miles to its credit. The O, P. A 8. 
had only two minor accidents, in- 
volving neither death nor injury.
